The Moscow radio has announced a mjcr reorgsn laaticn of 
the Communist Party and the (kjveaament of the USSR made by 
declaim of a Joint meeting of the Plexasa (full session) of 
the Central Committee of the CcmjBinlet Party of the Soviet 
Union, the USSR Council of Ministers and the USSR Supreme 
Soviet PreBidiua, These shifts dearly put Malenkov in the 
nur&er-ono position, A Joint session of the legislative and 
executive branches and organs of the party appointed the new 
government and party leaders* This procedure is unprecedented 
but it achieved the appearance of couplet© unantelty at the 
top. 


The new Presidium (Politburo} of the Communist Party is 
reduced in membership from the 25 full menbers and 21 candidate 
members elected at the recent 19th Party Congress to 10 full 
aaabere and h candidate members. In the announcement leorgi 
M, Malenkov headed the list, clearly indicating his leading 
position in the Party Presidium, foUoued by Beria, Molotov, 
and others. The new Secretariat of the Central Cconlttee 
omelets of Malenkov and other prominent party special iste of 
idiom only Shrushchev, a long-time protege of Lfalenkov’ s, and 
Malenkov are both on the Presidium and the Secretariat, 
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The sweeping governmental changea, centralizing power in 
the Council of Ministers under HaLonkov as Chairman, and four 
experienced men, Beria, Molotov, Kaganovich, and Bulganin 
appears as an emergency move aimed at tightening and stress- 
lining the adiainiatrativo organisation, The eoctensiVB reorganisa- 
tion and merger of several major ministries can also be viewed 
in this manner. Organisationally, it returns to a system similar 
to that used during World War II* 
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Prelisinaiy analysis of the reorganization of economic 
minis tries indicates that the only two major units not included 
in this reorganisation were the illnistry of Armaments and the 
Minis try of the ATiat ion Industry, which have been self-contained 
since 1936, ‘Hie eight reraising ministries have been merged 
into tiro, one of which nor includes naval snipb ui . 3 d ing and has 
been assigned to ISalyahev, a leading administrator in the tank 
and shipbuilding industries. The other ministry reunites the 
explosives industry of World War II and has been assl^ed to 
Saburov, the newly relieved Chiamtan of tte State P lannin g Cotsalidon* 

The eacfcensive scope of the reorganisations, particularly to© 
economic aSnlstries, and the speed with trtiich thoy were announced 
appear© to reflect a previously well-worked out plan for a time of 
crisis. Tte return of various sabers of the old Politburo to tte 
control of key rsinistries, such as Beria to tte Hinistry of Interior 
{which now includes the state security organisstioa, the M’B), 

Molotov to Foreign Affairs and Bulganin to the Ministry of War 
places in responsible experienced hands these aiinistriesj important 
in countering any unrest. T,-ithiit tte Orbit. 

Despite t&lenkov* s preesirsent position, the fact that the top 
moaterc of the old Politburo tevw nevertheless been accented pro- 
minence, state of then being returned to positions previously held, and 
have been renaaed as Deputy Chfiinaen suggests at least a tess^xarary 
agreeaont among then and presents a united front to the Russian 
people and to the world. It is believed that those * .lifts signi- 
ficantly lessen the possibility of any immediate struggle for power.

Malenkov began Hie rise in 1925 as personal secretary to Stalin, where 
Ids task was reportedly 1dm collection of dossiers of ccnprooising aatterial 
and other data concerning the personal conduct of pmretarmt Party workers* 
He continued tills work even when he was ;Lo charge of the Organisational 
Section of the Moscow Party Catsslttee from 1930 to 1934* It hes been said 
that during the purge triala Ifelenkov ms so much In Stales confidence 
that ho instructed the Public Proaocutor l/yshlneay, in Stalin* e naae* 


Ohtil 1939 he worked behind the scenes, but in Uarcli of that year he 
caae to the fore whan he was elected to the Central Coaittee of the Party 
and became head of toe Personnel Adr-dnte tration, aesfcwr of too Orgburo and 
aenber of toe Party Secretariat* Haring assured these vital posts, he was 
able to procure the- appointaasnt of Inis proteges in important parly ^obs on 
tbs regional level. 

In March 1946, Malenkov was wade a ffcll xaeobor of toe Politburo, but 
in toe Ffell of that year suffered boo® Ices of prestige, as he was dropped 
from the public eye, and lost the designation «tf Party Secretary. However, 
at this tire he ms appointed as Deputy i&airaan of the Council of HLnistere* 
This eclipse of Malenkov coincided with too rapid return to favor 
of Andrei Zhdanov, and gave rise to wicteapread speculation regarding 
antagonist between these two nor?* 

In 1946 Malenkov ms again listed as a Party secretary-, and assured a 
public role* Following Zhdanov *s death Ln Auguet of that year, itelenkov 
returned to toird place in Politburo lie tings* Since that tire, he has 
steadily risen in importance within toe Soviet hierarchy.
